The winter 
program will presumably stress the training of recruits, who have meanwhile 
been assigned to all units, and the absorption of those recruits into the 
combat units <, The combat efficiency of the units in the Soviet Zone of 
Germany, which attained an exceptionally high standard upon completion of the 
summer training period and the fall maneuvers, will decline somewhat during 
the forthcoming weeks because of the large number of replacements and the 
departure and demobilisation of trained personnel*

6o The influx of recruits* which began on 26 September* ended on 
26 October « All reports covering this period indicated that a 
total of 33 shuttle-trains with recruits* averaging 50 to 55 box- 
cars* definitely arrived in the Soviet 2 one of Germany and that 
9 additional trains are believed to have arrived* The number of 
recruits ivho were shipped to the Soviet Zone of Germany during 
this period is estimated at L5 9 000* The departure of personnel due 
for demobilisation, which began in October* continued throughout 
the first half of November. Nine trains carrying such personnel 
were definitely identified to havo left the Soviet Zone of Germany* 

It is highly probable* however* that twice that number of trains 
left between 15 October and 15 November* Host of these trains loft 
the Soviet Zone of G e rmany via KUGSTRItJ and some via IliANKFUET/ GDKIt-

j Credible reports indicated that* prior to their ^ 
shipment to the U.S.S # R # * personnel due for demobilisation were 
assembled at collection points in the Soviet Gone of Germany* Such col*- 
lection points were located in vASIMAR for the elements of the Eighth 
Gds Army* in BAD for the elements of the Fourth Gds Uecz 

Army * and in JUETEIlBOO for the elements of the Third Gds 1/lecz Amy and 
possibly also for those elements of the First Gds Hoes Army which are 
stationed in the MEISSEN area* It is doubted that the departure of 
trained personnel* included among which were MVD officers and Eli, should 
have been completed by the middle of November* It is therefore still 
impossible to state whether the personnel shipped out for demobilisation 
equalled the replacements who arrived in the Soviet Zone of Germary* 

7« There has been no change in the volume of leave traffic through FPuANKFURT/ 
ODER* However* large shipments of officers from the U*S„G*R ft began 
arriving in IHUNKFUHT/ODEII at the beginning of November. Between 600 
and 1*000 officers have been observed during the period* From FRANKFURT/ 
QB0R, they were shipped to distribution points in the Soviet Zone of Ger- 
many* in DRESDEN and MAGDEBURG* The officers are believed to 

have been recent graduates of officer schools in the U.SaSoIM 

8* After an interval of several months* the first train with Soviet depen- 
dents due for repatriation was observed leaving the Soviet Zone of 
Germany east bound on 13 November. Trains repatriating Soviet dependents 
were last observed in Hay 1950.

9o No substantial changes in trie disposition of MVD troops in the Soviet 
Zone of Germany have been observed since September. Reports on rail 
movements indicated that MVD replacements arrived together xrith army 
replacements.

BEBLiri-GRUEI^AU did not furnish any indications as to whether the Ilq 
13/D Troops Germany was located there. It is believed that the camp 
quartered only an MVD signal unit.

Sporadic information up to 
1G Hovember indicates that rail traffic in November did not exceed the 
normal volume. The same applies to the KTJESTRIN, GUBKN, and FQRST border 
crossing points. HIRsCffi'iSLDE on the ZITTAU-GCJERLITZ railroad line was 
opened as a new border crossing point but exclusively for local coal ship- 
ments.
